The examination before Coroner Clinton | 
was resumed at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
Gov. Weller assisted by Thos. Marshall, Jr., 
Mujor Hempstead and Hosea’Siout _conduc- 


Andrew Burt, Chief of Police, swotn: —The 
regular police of this city consists of myself 
and officers Dewey, Henry Heath, Calder, 
Wm. Hyde. Joseph Hyde, Grant, Livingston 
and Chas. Ringwoed. Have given no epecific 
instruction in regard to ferreting oat the mur 
derers of Dr. Robinson, but gare general or- 
ders to that effect. Had talked the thing over 
with Mr. Hyde and suggested certain things. 
The next morning after the murder, while 
at Dr. Clinten’s store. asked some of the boys. 
ifthey bad beeo up to the widows, to enquire 
about the person who came for Dr. Robinson; 
found they had not done so, and as I beard 
tbat the man did not go into the house, did 
‘not think it necessary. I think oneof the 
Hydes and Officer Calder, and three or four 
others, were present at the time. Did not go 
to the place where the murder was committed 
until yesterday afternoon when I passed there, 
but do not know the exact spot where the 
body was found. Mr. Beaty lives on the cor- 
ner, four or six rods from where the body 
was found. He basafamily. Have givenno 
particular instructions to have any one go to 
that house, but gave general orders for every- 
one to do all in their power, and when tl.e 
police left with Mr. Wimmer, told them to ex- 
amine the tracks. Think Mr. Daft lives next 
to Mr. Beatey’s. Did not know Dr. Robioson's 
bouse; had supposed be lived in the Kay build- 
ing. Don't know # John Jones in this city. The 
object of the special police force is to pre- 
serve order in the various wards. It was es- 
tablished on account of disturbances caused 
by soldiers from Camp Douglas.
